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FIRST CHRISTIAN CHURCH - FORT WAYNE, INDIANA 


Le the place of Three rivers and a fort, destined to be one of America’s finest communities, 
came representatives from the Disciples of Christ 105 years ago, but not until 24 years later un- 
der the leadership of Rev. John Aylesworth was the local congregation organized. The Com- 
munion of which they became a part was a heroic movement of religious leaders pleading for 
tolerence, for freedom from the shackles of creeds which the previous centuries had been forg- 
ing on the minds of the historic churches. 


Reforms are faced with tremendous odds when they confront the habits of over twelve cen- 
turies. Such reforms released the Bible and demanded the right of private interpretation of 
the scriptures. Lutheranism, Calvinism, Wesleyanism, were like advance movements. 


The great discovery remained for the 19th century. In this century these sturdy disciples 
hailed Jesus Christ as the Head of the Church, and the test of authority for all its teachings and 
practices. Bible passages by this test were declared to be of varying degrees of importance. And 
it would naturally follow that the claims of ecclesiastical princes of the historic churches and 
their creeds would be questioned when brought under this test. Time has verified the wisdom 
of our fathers; for the only religious body, born on American soil, that has come to great num- 
bers, now ranks as the fifth largest religious body in America. 


It seemed inevitable that to a city noted for its courage and daring would come a Com- 
munion, with such a pioneer spirit, to share in the building of the Fort Wayne of the future. 


The first church building in Fort Wayne was dedicated May 15, 1875 by Isaac Errett, one of 
the religious giants of that day. In 1897 under the ministry of Rev. Perry J. Rice, when the 
congregation had grown to a membership of 500, the second church building was dedicated. 


Dr. G. H. Garrison, Editor of The Christian Evangelist, was the guest speaker for this 
second dedication. It is interesting to note that Dr. Lin D. Cartwright, Editor of The Christian 
Evangelist, will share in the dedication program of 1952. The influence of our people expand- 
ed. A number of like congregations were organized in the County. 


TWO 


..the Past... 


Since these carly days the First Christian Church has developed its program from time to 


time by adding to and expanding the building. 


Throughout their history the courage and religious fortitude of the members of First Christ- 
ian Church have withstood discouragements. Throughout their history they have been faithful 
and loyal to the great brotherhood whose causes they have faithfully supported. They have 
taken with real concern the command, “Go ye into all the world and make disciples,” visit the 
“fatherless,” “the widow,” “the orphan,” and “study to show thyself approved unto God.” Today, 
Paul C. Kepple, through The United Christian Missionary Society, is the Living Link in Mex- 


ico. This spirit of cooperation is reflected in its support of community enterprises. 


Early in the ministry of our present pastor, Robert T. Beck, an expansion committee was ap- 
pointed. Since 1943 there has been a rapid growth in membership and a marked increase in 
financial support. In 1947 the site of the new church was purchased, a whole city block, in a 
rapidly expanding section of the city. In 
March 1951, construction of the new Church 
was begun. When the cornerstone was laid 
October 7, 1951, an honor guard escort of 
Knights’ Templar was provided by the Fort 
Wayne Commandary No. 4, Knights Temp- 


lar. 


Together we have kept the faith, to- 
gether we have builded this House of God. 


Together with courage under God let us 


blaze the way to a great future.

hat Jesus Christ may be lifted up in our 
hearts and minds as we come to worship 
is the purpose of our new building. The 
symbolic references are found in abundance to 
instruct and admonish us in the Christian way. 
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THE MODERN PENTECOST CROSS is the first symbol we see as we come to the Church. The 
vicious circle of Greek philosophy—birth and death—is broken by the cross which sends 
light flashes from the heart of the cross to the four corners of the earth. 


THE TWO PILLARS at the entrance of the church represent the Old and the New Testament. 
THE THREE WINDOWS represent Faith, Love and Hope. 
THE ONE DOOR—that Christ is the one and only door. 


THE SYMBOL FOR WORKMEN in the nathex of the Church represents the Sciences and Pro- 
fessions, the Home, the School and the Church. 


IN THE WINDOWS depicting the beatitudes are found: 
Lamb with the banner of victory—symbol for the victorious Christ. 
Sword—is the Word of Truth—the Bible. 


Sword and ploughshare—the prophecy for peace when swords shall be broken into plough- 
shares. 


Candle—the symbol of devotion, and Christ the Light of the world. 
Phoenix—symbol of life everlasting. 


Chi Rho—first two Greek letters in spelling Christ, and the basket of loaves and two fish- 
es—reminiscent of the feeding of the Five Thousand. 


FIVE STEPS INTO THE CHANCEL are five steps into the Christian life—faith, repentance,, 
confession, baptism (obedience), Christian fellowship. 


TABLE—The Lord’s Supper. 

THE CURTAIN—the Unseen Presence. 

THE SHELL—symbol of pilgrim—Christian is a pilgrim in this life. 
ENTRANCE AND EXIT OF BAPTISTRY—from world into Christ. 

FOUR PILLARS—Four Gospels that give historic support to the life of Christ. 
GARLANDS ABOUT CAPS OF PILLARS—symbol of Christian victory. 
THE TEN LESSER PILLARS—the Ten Commandments. 

GRAPES AND BRANCHES—“I am the vine, ye are the branches”. 


ROSE WINDOW WITH CROSS AND CUP—Calvary and Gethsemane. Also the fellowship of 
those of the Cross. 


SPLIT CHOIR AND ORGAN symbolic and instructive that worshippers should join the choir in 
singing Praise to God. 


PULPIT AND LECTERN—symbolic of the prophetic and the revealed Word of God.
